placed in separate corrals. 


Thousands of range cattle are fat- 


tened annually on beet pulp and mo- 
lasses in corrals surrounding the beet 
sugar factories of California. On this 
food a thrifty steer 
weighing 800 


pounds will in ninety or one hundred 
days put on from 350 to 450 pounds of 
beef. 


At the Los Alamitos factory the feed 


is controlled by the Fuller Bros., of 
the Pioneer Truck Company of Los 
Angeles, who fatten 3000 cattle annu- 
ally in corrals covering- a section of 
land surrounding the factory.

The Horrible Confession of a Grave

of all the disclosures made in the 
wholesale grave robbing cases which 
shocked this community last spring, 
is the confession now made by Rufus 
Cantrell, leaders of 
the

ghouls, that a score of murders were 
committed iu order to meet the de- 
mand for dead bodies. 


When the police attributed the con- 


fession to disordered brain, Cantrell 
furnished a partial list of the victims 
of this gang. Here are some of the 
persons who were slain

Policeman Wuttersou, of Indianapo-

waylaid and beaten to death, and 


his body s >ld to tho Chemical.college. 


Walter Johnson of Newark, N. J., 


killed and robbed of SIOO and 
his 


body given up to the dissectors _for 


Cairie Salvage, a wealthy Indian- 


hi.olis woman, who mysteriously ills- 


condemned murderer of Willie Nick- 
el!, and Jim McClond, one of the 
most desperate criminals known to 
Wyoming's criminal history, made a 
bold escape from the county jail here 
by overpowering Deputy Sheriff Rich- 
ard Proctor. 
Swarms 
of 
citizens 


gathered around the jail, and for a 
while it looked as though a lynching 
would take place. The men were cap- 
tured oefore they got a block from the 
jail yard. 


The plot which had been concoted 


between Horn and McCloud was well 
laid, and bad it not been for the 
strategy of Deputy Sheriff Proctor, 
the escape wo ild have been a success- 
ful one. McCloud and Horn occupy 
cells directly opposite each other on 
che second floor of the jail. McCloud 
complained to the deputy of being ill 
and asked for medicine. Deputy Proc- 
tor brought the desiied stimulant for 
the alleged sick man, opening the cell 
doors, permitting both prisoners to 
come out into the corridor, where they 
daily took exercise. 


Both men overpowered the deputy 


and demanded the keys to the outer 
door. The deputy replied that they 
were in the safe and both men insisted 
that ho open it and deliver the keys. 
This done, Proctor was again stunned 
by a blow on the head ,'aiid the keys 
and two guns were takeo out of the 
safe by the criminals, and Horn at 
once made a dash into the street. 


O. M. Eldrich, a pedestrian who 


happened along, started in hot pursuit 
of the fleeing prisoner. Several shots 
were exchanged and Lad not Horn's 
revolver been of the old typ^i and not 
in -working order, the result would 
have been two or three dead deputies. 
Horn made several unsuccessful at- 
tempts to shoot, but the trigger would 
not work. Eldrich shot twice at Horn, 
one bullet grazing his neck. At this 
juncture the noted criminal threw up 
his hands and surrendered. McCloud 
was captured by Deputy Snow before 
he got outside the jail yard. 


Excitement incident to the escape 


and recapture has subsided. Tho jail 
is strongly guarded. Horn and Mc- 
Cloud occupy the samo cell* as before 
their escape, but have not been per- 
mitted to communicate 
with 
each 


other.

Tin; weight of a Krowin.^ e-hild is the 


most important index to Us general 
health. 
The standard of weight for 


growing cliildren, tlmt usually given 
by authorities in the matter, is thnt at 
live years of aue a child should weigh 
about as many pounds an it is Inches 
lilsli. 
As n rule, this will not be much 


over or under forty pounds. Children 
who come of large parents should 
weigh something more than thnt. The 
rate of increase should be about two 
pounds for every inch of growth, wiih 
a tendency for the weight: to exceed 
this standard proportionately rntli.T 
than to fall below it. When a child is 
riiilii'i- lionvier in proportion to 
its 


height thnn Ibis standard it. is a si.t:u 
ot' good health. 
If Hie. child if u.T<vwmg 


rapidly it should not be allowed to fall 
iiiiu-h l.elcAv it without hring-inadc to 
rest more than has been the custom IK;- 
fore. A deficiency of weiglit in propor- 
tion to height is always an unfavorable 
sign. Any interruption in the progress 
of increase of weight, especially dur- 
ing the continuance of growth, must 
be a danger signal thnt should not be 
neglected by those interested In the pn- 
tlent.
